Claims 1-23, drawn to a method of image processing, classified in class

II. Claims 24-68, 80-95, drawn to an apparatus for aiding the visually 
impaired, classified in class 607, subclass 54. 

III. Claims 69-79, drawn to a method of aiding a visually impaired patient, 
classified in class 128, subclass 898. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions II and I , III are related as product and process of use. The inventions 
can be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) the 
process for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially 
different product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different 
process of using that product (MPEP § 806.05(h)). In the instant case the methods do 
not require the limitations of the apparatus with the low resolution device being of a 
resolution no greater than % of that of the high resolution device. The method of 
invention I does not require the retinal implantation of a device in a patient and may be 
used on other equipment such as copy machines. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
